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| Germany's Plight. 

For the last few months competent 
economists have been warning Europe, and 
especially the nations which were Allies 
in the great war, that Germany was on 
the point of collapse. Now their gloomy 
predictions seem to be abont, to come true, 
The value of the mark has been falling 
steadily since August of last year, when it | 
stood at about 300 to the pound sterling. 
Yesterday marks were quoted at nearly 
8,500 to the pound on the London Ex- 
change. {Casual observers of conditions in 
Germany declare cheerfully that the value 
of the mark does not matter. They visit 
Germany, discover that nearly everybody 
is working with a will, marvel at the 
healthy cleanliness of the children on the 
streets, and enjoy the luxuries of a first- 
class Kiiche at a cost of a few thousand 
marks a meal. Then they return to their 
own country convinced that the Germans 
are hood-winking the Allies, that they 
are living on the fat of the land, and 
that the sooner Marshal Foch leads his 
army to Berlin the better for everybody. 
It is quite impossible for a foreigner, who 
thinks in terms of stable currencies, to 
appreciate the situation in Germany. 
Because he sees the well-known restau- 
rants and cafés thronged with well-dressed 
people, he leaps to the conclusion that 
everything is couleur de rose; but he is 
wrong. Germany is in a desperately bad 
way. It is true that there is no lack of 
work in the country ; but for what are the 
Germans working? The average salary of 
a first-class clerk in Berlin does not 
amount to more than from 6,000 to 8,000

In all lovely Connemara there 's no lovelier 
district than: that of Leenane, nestling among 
magnificent mountains at the head of famous 
Killary Bay, the land-locked harbour for our 
warships at frequent intervals. The scenery 1s 
truly fine, mountains everywhere, varying In 
their rugged shapes; and the valleys. lying be- 
tween them grandly picturesque. Scattered 
about in every possible place are lakes and 
rivers, and it is with these I propose to deal. 

Leenane possesses an up-to-date hotel, the 
nearest station being Maam Cross, some twelve 
miles distant. The hotel owns most of the fish- 
ing rights in the district as well as much of the 
shooting. The wise proprietor makes no charge 
for fishing-—he thinks the angler has quite 
enough to pay without that. Unless one has 
one’s own car fishing is a ‘ittle expensive, as 
all the hotel waters average eight miles in 
distance from Leenane, and the hiring of cars 
is an item in these days. Those who sea fish 
will have none of that expense as the sea is at 
the front door, and very good the sport is 
among pollock, mackerel, etc.

What do the Allies propose to 
do? A _ continuation of present 
policy must end in Germany's ruin. 
Indeed. it is even doubtful that a change 
of policy can save her now; but there is 
still a chance. Austria’s example oughs 
to serve as a warning to the Allies, Little 
over a year ago the krone reached the 
present position of the German mark, and 
the Austrian Government appealed to the 
Allies for credits to save the nation from 
bankruptcy and collapse. The appeal was 
ignored. ‘To-day Austria has reached the 
end of her tether. She is ruined virtually 
beyond hope of salvation, and now, when 
it is too late, the Allies, including France, 
are doing everything in their power to 
rescue her. History may repeat itself 
in Germany's case. Íf France per- 
sists in ratty "fá milliards of gold 
marks, which do not exist, nothing is surer 
than that Germany will follow Austria 
into utter insolvency. She will be thrown 
upon the charity of Europe, and in the 
end of ends the British and French tax- 
payers will be asked to buy bread for her 
stricken people.

_ A statue to the late Marquis of Londonderry 
is to be unveiled at Seaham Harbour to-morrow 
afternoon by Lord Londonderry. ‘The statue, 
which stands at the entrance to the London- 
derry offices, has been erected by the present 
peer and his sister, the Countess of Ilchester. 
_ The figure is of bronze, ten feet high, stand- 
ing on a pedestal of Heworth stone, ten feet 
high, the whole reaching a height of 20 feet. 
The late Marquis is Me ge in his Garter robes, 
and in one hand holds the drawings of the 
sinking of Dawdon Colliery, one of the most , 
important industrial enterprises of his life. — 
n the pedestal are the armorial bearings i ona 
of the family.

war which ended in the downfall of Napoleon. 
The late Lord Londonderry greatly extended 
the docks at Seaham, turning the concern over 
to a.company, of which he was Chairman and 
the largest shareholder. He also sank the new 
colliery at Dawdon, which is now a flourishin 
concern, supporting a community of 8,000 
people. 3 
As a landlord, Lord Londonderry manifested 
a genuine interest in the well-being of his 
tenantry. A large employer of labour, he was 
on most intimate terms with his work-people, to 
whom he referred on many happy occasions as his 
friends and neighbours. When the great war 
broke out he worked whole-heartedly to en- 
courage recruiting, made generous allowances to 
the wives and families of his work-people_ on 
service, and was full of faith in the eventual 
triumph of the Allies’ cause. That happy con- 
sumnation, however, he was not destined to see, 
for he died at Wynyard Park, six months after 
the conflict began, on February 8th, 1915.
